FOR  THE  YEAR  1951.

To  the  Chairman  &  Councillors  of 
Winslow  Rural  District  Council. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  &  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  annual  report  on  the  health 
and  vital  statistics  for  the  year  1951,  together  with  details  of 
the  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  district  as  indicated  in  the 
report  cf  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  and  Surveyor,  Mr.  Piper. 

There  Was  an  increase  in  the  total  number  of  infectious  diseases 
notified  during  the  year.  As  in  neighbouring  areas  this  was  due 
in  great  measure  to  the  increase  in  the  number  of  measles  and 
whooping  cough  cases.  Whooping  cough  is  one  of  the  most  debili¬ 
tating  diseases  of  childhood  aid  the  early  innooulation  of  infants 
cannot  be  too  strongly  emphasised.  Of  the  twelve  scarlet  fever 
cases  notified,  four  were  treated  in  hospital.  One  oase  of 
anterior  poliomyelitis  was  notified,  the  child  was  treated  in 
hospital  and  recovered  with  slight  residual  paralysis.  A  case  of 
paratyphoid  in  an  adult  was  treated  at  the  Aylesbury  Isolation 
Hospital;  extensive  investigation  of  the  environmental  ciroumstances 
and  immedL  a*De  contacts  failed  to  reveal  the  oause.  Two  suspected 
cases  of  food  poisoning  following  a  local  fete  were  found  to  be 
excreting  salmonella  typhi -murium;  one  was  treated  in  hospital, 
bo  fa"  madLu  an  uneventful  recovery.  The  actual  vehicle  of  infection 
was  not  discovered,  but  the  prevalence  of  organisms  of  this  type 
show  the  danger  lurking  in  improperly  prepared  foodstuffs. 


In  addition  to  the  housing  survey,  the  extensive  sewerage 
schemes,  and  mains  water  supply  extensions  throughout  the  district, 
have  occupied  much  of  the  time  of  the  Health  Department.  I  thank 
the  Council,  members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  and  Staff 
generally  for  their  ever  willing  help  at  all  times.  The  progress 
made  in  the  general  sanitation  of  the  district  will,  I  am  sure,  pay 
good  dividends.
